His spewh entitled 
"The Barbarism of Slavery" was read 
all over the country and produced a 
tremendous effect. 


Gerrit Smith was a pioneer in the 


dissemiuiUiou of anti-slavery doctrine. 
As early as 1833 tie practically with- 
drew from all other enterprises aud 
devoted himself and his substance to 
the spread of anttslnvery principles.
